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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN AND: TRUSTEES OF 
THE GRIFFIN PUBLIC LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 


To the Citizens of Auburn: 


The library has been open every Saturday afternoon during 
the year. The entire circulation has been 1404, or an aver- 
age ‘of 27 per week, an increase of one over last year. Lar- 
gest number issued in one day, 59, Smallest number 10. Num- 
ber of books added by purchase, 60; by individual gift, 10; 
by the government 20. Mr. James Savage of Lowell gave 
the first 9 books in catalogue. Mr, Savage has several times 
contributed generously to this, his native town, Soon after 
the publication of our last report we receiveda U.S. G. book 
on diseases of the horse, which gives much valuable infor- 
mation. [ts numberis 873. Recently 17 volumes of geologi- 
cal works have been received through the courtesy of Hon. C. 
A. Sulloway. Mrs. Dr. Babbitt donated the Woman’s Home 
Journal, and Mrs. C. J. Esty, The Ladies World for 1899. 
Another favor received is an interesting sketch of Hampton, 
N. H. More books will be added as soon as they can be 
purchased to advantage. The regular patrons are receiving 
much benefit from the use of the library, but it is still a mat- 
ter of regret that it does not reach out to a larger number of 
our people. The trustees offered the summer boarders the 
privilege of the library under the same rules as heretofore, 
but very few availed themselves of it. 

Oct. 26, the Museum received from John E. and George A. 
Hall, by loan, an Indian sword of curious make, and from 
Miss Ruth Hall, by gift, a piece of a baptismal robe used by 
the Presbyterian’s of Derry years ago, also pieces of bark 
cloth worn by natives of the Sandwich Islands. 

The trustees in behalf of the town respectfully acknowledve 
all.favors received.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


To THE CITIZENS OF AUBURN: 


The School Board respectfully submit the following report 
for the year ending August 1, 1899. 

Number of children between five and sixteen years of age 
enumerated 89; girls, 56; boys, 33. 

Nu nber of pupils registered, 86; girls, 54; boys, 32. 

Number under five years of age attending school, 4; girls, 
2'$ Doys,: 2. 

Number attending school over sixteen years of age, 3 girls. 

Thirty-three of the entire number registered attended the 
village school. 

It was the intention of the School Board to so locate the 
schools that every scholar could have about the same amount 
of schooling. t 

The law requires that at least twenty weeks of school shall 
be maintained. Every pupil in town has been provided with 
this privilege, while most of them have had from twenty- 
four to thirty weeks. Satisfactory arrangements were made 
for private tuition for’ the only pupil in No 4. A winter 
term was commenced in No. 5, but owing to sickuess of the 
teacher and pupils it closed after keeping three weeks and 
one day. The winter term in No. 8, closed in two weeks 
for the same reason. é 

The entire number of teachers employed the past. year had 
had some experience in the work. The majority having 
previously taught in town with good success. We are satis- 
fied that all our teachers were earnest and faithful. 

While most of our schools have been a credit to both teach. 
ers and pupils, circumstances have conspired in others to pre- 
vent that complete success that was expected and desired. 

Thirty-six pupils were perfect or nearly perfect in atten.- 
ance for one or more terms, yet some of our reyisters are too 
much shaded with marks of absence and tardiness. This ir- 
regularity of attendance ought not to be. In many cases no 
doubt there was reasonable excuse, yet we fear that often pu- 
pils remain at home for trivial reasons Nothing but the most 
urgent necessity should abseyt a pupil from the schoolroom. 
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The best attendance for the summer term was in No. 6 
school, where there was only one-half day’s absence. 

The best attendance for the year was in No. 8. 

The improvement in penmanship and the neatness of the 
writing books in No. 6 school is worthy of mention. 

A flag was purchased in No. 7 schoo] during the suinmer 
term by the united efforts of teacher and pupils. Nearly 
every schoo] in town is now the owner of a flag. 

The school houses in No. 5, 7 and 8 have been painted out 
side, and the woodsheds in No. 3 and 5 have been repaired. 
The schoolroom in Ne. 3 has also been furnished with a new 
Stove. 

In making a careful review of the schools, we think that on 
the whole much good work has been done, and that our 
schools will compare favorably with those of other towns, and 
we do not think it best to publicly criticise any teacher or 
school. There are many little trials that enter into a teacher’s 
daily work, therefore they should have the co-operation and 
support of both parents and citizens.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF AUBURN: 


In compliance with a law passed at the session of January, 
1893, with the amendment made by the Stare Board of Health 
March 9, 1899, General Court providing for a board of health, 
we hereby present cur annual report for the year ending Feb- 
ruary I, 1900. 

ARTICLE 1. Every physician practicing medicine in this 
State shall report at.once to the local board of health every 
case of cholera, small pox,typhus fever,diphtheria, membran- 
eous croup, scarlet fever, typhoid fever and measles, coming 
under his care or observation. 

ARTICLE 2. Whenever any householder knows or has rea- 
son to believe that any person within his family or household 
has either of the diseases named in erticle one, he shall, with- 
in twenty-four hours, if no physician is in attendance, give no- 
tice thereof to the local board of health of the town or city in 
which he resides, and such notice shall be given either ver- 
baly to one of the health officers or bv communication ad- 
dressed to the board of health, and duly mailed within the 
time specified. 

May 2, 1899, the Auburn, Manchester and State Board of 
Health met in joint convention and mace an inspection of the 
sanitary condition of the property bordering on the shore of 
the lake. They found it in an unsatisfactory condition. In 
many places the sink water was on surface of the ground. 
Twenty-one places have been changed to a sanitary condition. 
We would earnestly request all those persons holding proper- 
ty on the shore of the lake to look well to the drain: age from 
their sinks and outbuildings that the water supply for the 
city of Manchester may be kept pure. 

There were over thirty sink drains running upon the surface 
of the ground that were not in a sanitary condition. 
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A large number of contagious diseases have come under 
our care: 
One of typhoid fever, 
one of diphtheria, 
thirty-one of measles, 
In conclusion we express our thanks to those who have so 
kindly helped to make the work pleasant and so willingly 
complied with our requests.
